and thorium in the earth's 
crust 


would be sufficient to supply the 
world's atomic energy needs 
for 


'at least one or 
two 
thousand 


years." 


But the 
scientists, Dr. George 


Gamow 
of 
George Washington 


university, says that if all these 
deposits are used _up and no new 
ones should be found, "future gen- 
erations will still always be able 
to obtain nuclear energy from or- 
dinary rocks." 


Gamow makes these 
comments 


in a book "One, Two, Three, In- 
finity11 (Viking), but it's a safe bet 
you wouldn't get to first base if 
you called up the atomic energy 
commission today and told them 
you had a lot of rocks you'd glad- 
ly sell. 


Ordinary rocks c o n t a i n only 


minute quantities of uranium and 
thorium. An intricate 
separation 


process is required that no doubt 
would be considered out- of 
the 


question economically now. 


But the folks living in the year 


4000 A. D. or thereabouts 
may 


cash in. 


Gamow estimated that ordinary 


granite rocks contain four grams of 
uranium and 12 grams of thorium

That is enough to repay us for 


all the complicated trouble of sep- 
aration — especially if we found 
that we were nearing the end of 
our supply of richer 
deposits of 


ore." 


Here's Gamow's version of how 


known deposits of uranium 
and 


thorium might be made to last at 
least 1,000 or 2,000 years: 


Estimates have been made, 
he 


says, that the total amount of fis- 
sionable uranium-235 in deposits of 
uranium ores known as of 1947 
would supply the muclear energy 
needs of world industry for "sev- 
eral years." 


But uranium-238 with which fis- 


sionable U-235 is found in nature, 
is 140 times more plentiful than 
U-235. This U-238 is not of itself 
an atomic material but it can be 
converted into another 
material, 


called plutonium, which is. 


If all of this U-238 could be con- 


verted in a practical way (resum- 
ably by the still-theoretical process 
of "breeding"), the time estimate 
of supply world needs would be ex- 
tended "to several countries." 


Also, the element thorium — four 


times as plentiful as uranium ore 
in nature — can theoretically be 
converted to 
another fissionalbe 


material. 


If all the thorium deposits in the 


earth could be so 
utilized, 
says 


Gamow, 'we bring 
our estimate 


further up to at least one or two 
thousand years."
